LONDON, Oct. 11 (AP). — War 


Secretary Leslie Hore-Belisha told 


the House of Commons today that | 
Britain had sent an expeditionary 


force of 158,000 men to France dur- 
ing the first five weeks of the war. 

Hore-Belisha also reported that 
25.000 army vehicles had been 
transported to France, including 
many tanks, “some of t 
enormous dimensions,” weighing 15 
tons or more. 

He said the British troops in 
France “at this minute are busily 
engaged in fortifying their positions 
in the line.” 

“We have created our base and 
lines of communication organiza- 
tion so as to assure a regular flow 
of supplies and ammunition of 
every kind and to receive further 
contingents as, if and when we may 
decide to send them,” Hore-Belisha 
said. 

The transport of the expedition- 
ary force compared favorably, he 
asserted, with Britain's 1914 war 
effort, explaining that in the first 
six weeks of the World War only 
148,000 British soldiers were sent to 
France,

Of these, 64,000 were chil- 
dren under 16, their nurses or 
guardians, and adult invalids, 
All Schools Are Closed. 

Railway and bus stations were 
crowded with persons leaving the 
cities, chiefly for the country. Long 
lines of women and children stood 
at ticket windows, All schools were 
closed, 

The Helsinki station was crowd- 
ed at dawn and, as the day wore 
on, the lines leading to the ticket 
windows stretched out a block long.

French military reports said the 
Germans were not thrown back by 
the first bursts of machine-gun.-fire 
as in the past, but sent new waves 
of men close enough to engage the 
French advance with hand gren- 
ades, 

The grenade throwers faced al- 
most certain death, the French said, 
as they advanced through No- 
Man’s-Land. Caught in the criss- 
cross machine-gun fire from the 
French outposts, they threw them- 
selves ‘to the ground. Then, at the 
first interval of fire, those who 
still were alive leaped forward. 

The French described the fight- 
ing as “savage” and declared the 
Germans paid dearly for the thrust. 

Large Scale Drive Expected. 

Some observers expressed belief 
the German ettacks were the pre- 
lude to a large scale offensive 
which might be expected before the 
end of the week. 

This belief, they said, was sup- 
ported by Hitler’s speech yester- 
day, in which the Fuehrer declared 
that Germany is “prepared to take 
up the battle and fight it through” 
if his peace overtures were reject- 
ed. 
Meanwhile, French troops which 
previously had occupied the Borg 
Forest at the extreme northern end 
of the front were reported keeping 
a wary eye on the Luxembourg 
border. The French apparently 
were not willing to disregard pos- 
sibility of a German attack through 
the neutral principality of Luxem- 
bourg, whose military strength is 
limited to an army of about 10 of- 
ficers and 400 men. 

French newspaper comment as- 
serted that “if Hitler remains 
faithful to his psychology he will 
prefer a dynamic solution” to what 
was described as “a strange war.” 

“Hitler is not a man of immobil- 
ity,” one commentator declared. 

Daladier’s assertion that mastery 
of the seas rests with the Allies 
and that “those who hold the seas 
always succeed in carrying off the 
victory” was regarded by French 
observers as an indication of prob- 
able French-British strategy. 

This, it was said, involved a wait- 
ing game. The French declared 
they had good reasons for adhering 
to this policy, while Germany need- 
ed quick victories “after the totali- 
tarian manner.” 

In the absence of such victories, 
commentators said, there was noth- 
ing ahead of Germany save the 
prospect of dwindling civilian ra- 
tions, blockaded war materials and

Charges Misrepresentaticn. 
Insisting that there had been a 
deliberate effort to misrepresent 
the view of the anti-repeal group 
as standing for the arms embargo 
at the cost of adding cash-and-carry 
provisions, Clark declared that they 
had all along urged both an em- 
bargo on arms and cash-and-carry 
restrictions on other commodities. 

“You are either for taking every 
possible precaution against our in- 
volvement or you are against it,” 
he said. “You can‘t be half-way, 
because the minute you make a 
slight concession on the side of in-

Clark’s talk was flavored with 
earthy figures of speech, remin- 
iscent of the stump-speaking days 
of his father, Champ Clark, for 
many years Speaker of the House.

Clark congratulated Chairman 
Pittman on “shaking hands with 
himself across the illimitable and 
bloody chasms which separate the 
various acts he has introduced and 
which have borne and are destined 
to bear his name.” 


“The American people in their 
simplicity, which thank God is 
much more dependable than the 
sophistication that is all trimmed 
up in the legalistic ribbons and 
furbelows known as neutral rights, 
believe that the American citizen 
who dies for ostrich feathers is just 
as dead as the one who dies for 
dear Old Copper,” Clark said.

straight city crown, The Cubs, wno 
had a three-to-one edge through Sat- 


urday’s game, have not won a series 
from the American Leaguers' since 
1930. 

The Sox knocked Earl Whitehill, 
39-year-old southpaw, out of the box 
in the second inning when they 
sewed up the game with four runs. 
Later they scored three more off 
Claude Passeau. 

Last night’s game drew 14,781 
spectators in 53-degree weather, 
boosting the total attendance for 
the seven games to 128,818. The 
three night games drew more than 
84,000 of the total. 

In addition to Lyons, Thornton 
Lee and Bill Dietrich were winning 
pitchers for the Sox. Bill Lee, 
Whitehill and Jack Russell got 
credit for the National Leaguers’ 
three triumphs. 

The Sox outscored the. Cubs, 44 to 
28, and their team batting mark for 
the seven games was .288, 20 points 
ahead of the Cubs. 

The monetary value of the city 
title, was $22,350.97. That was the 
players’ share for the American 
Leaguers and it was split among 32 
shareholders, each getting $698.46. 
The Cubs’ share was $14,900.64 but 
the individual take was not known 
because the split was secret.

Syndicate ownership, distribu- 
tion of players to balance the 
league, pooling of funds and all 
the practices common in groups 
of unequal resources have been 
steadfastly opposed. The public 
knows and believes that each 
club operates.on its own bottom 
and that the race is truly com- 
petitive in every sense. 


The American League, for ex- 
ample, has for years had a woe- 
fully unbalanced race because of 
the overwhelming power of the 
Yanks. It faces another such 
campaign next year such as last 


when the victory was conceded 


to ‘New York in advance. 


Yet despite demands to break 
up the Yanks or cut them down 
to the stature of the other A. L.

“I know someone will split hairs 
on this differentiation between 
arms, but it is less difficult than 
many borderlines in the ~ present 
bill. 
| “This basis of action seems to me 
‘to meet many of the difficulties 
land dangers enunciated by both the 
opponents and supporters of the 
embargo. Its application can be 
'tested by exploration of the major 
‘arguments put forward on each 
side. 


Divergent Embargo Views. 


“The advocates of retention of | 
the embargo are convniced that 
shipment of arms in war supports 
war itself; that in repealing the 
embargo at this time we are tak- 
ing sides in this war; that we are 
joining in European power politics; 
that it is one more step in a pro- 
gram the sum of which leads us 
towards war; that we are contrib- 
uting the weapons of mass murder; 
that it would inflate American in- 
dustry, with consequences in prof- 
iteering and the creation of in- 
dustrial and financial pressure 
groups interested in going deeper 
inte war; that the after-war col- 
lapse and unemployment would be 
increased by this inflated industry. 

“The advocates of repeal are con- 
in war 
favors aggressive nations who have 


armed in advance; that it today 
arbitrarily favors Germany by de- 


priving Great Britain and France; 
ithat it even allows Germany sup- 
plies from us through neutrals; 
that the jeopardy to Great Britain 
and France by Nazi ascendency in 
Europe will be increased by the em- 
bargo; that this jeopardy may be 
reflected to us; that we lose in 
preparedness by depriving ourselves 
of this expansion of our arms man- 
ufacturing capacity; that our un- 
employed will be deprived of jobs 
they would otherwise have. 
Danger in Both Attitudes. 

“Tt is not my purpose in reciting 
these views to argue with these be- 
liefs, but only to point out the 
deep conviction of most able men 
that dangers do exist either way 
which lead us nearer to war. 

“I do not claim that this alter- 
native proposal answers every argu- 
ment on either side of this ques- 
tion. It does avoid the extreme 
objections and dangers of either 
repeal or no repeal. | 

“We would not be participating 
in ‘mass murder.’ On the contrary, 
we would be contributing to pre- 
vent it. 

“We would not ve building up an 
excessive munitions industry, with 
its profiting from war and with 
its inevitable collapse in dislocation 
and increased unemployment. We 
would not be building up out of 
weapons themselves a consequen- 
tial manufacturing ,or finance in- 
terest in our country, which could 
be an added nucleus for agitation 
that we go deeper and deeper into 
the war. 


Weight Toward Humanity. 


“The proposal largely meets the 
distrust that the repeal of the em- 
bargo is but another step inthe 
program of joining the United 
States in this war. We would not 
be throwing the weight of our arms 
manufacture into European power 
politics; we would be throwing it 
toward greater humanity in the 
world and less destructive war. We 
would not be showing partiality to 
either side. 

“The practical results of the pro- 
gram are of service to the British 
and French people. It contributes 
to the protection of their women 
and children and civilians general- 
ly. It contributes to saving the de- 
struction of their cities and their 
sources of supplies from the air. 
That is today their greatest danger. 

“And likewise it protects German 
women and children and their 
sources of supplies and cities from 
bombing by planes of our manu- 
facture, If it is not the intention 
of either the Allies or the Germans 
to so use these weapons against 
civilians and homes, then neither 
of them can complain of our refus- 
ing to sell them and neither side 
can complain of our sale of de- 
fensive arms against them. 

“It seems to me for the foregoing 
reasons the plan eliminates’ the 
claims of unneutral action made 
against either withholding or sell- 
ing arms, Furthermore, it is con- 
sonant with long declared national 
policies of the United States in re- 
spect to this sort of arms. It is

“The proposal keeps both our con- 
science and our neutrality right. 
With its foundations in morals and 
humanity, it is surer ground for 
America than foundations in in- 
ternational policies. 

With some tightening of the pro- 
visions as to cash and the danger 
zones, the other parts of the bill 
are in my view constructive.”

The dominions’ 
approval is being sought for a state- 
| ment which will seek to draw from 
Hitler a precise and detailed peace 
plan. It is learned that Winston 
Churchill, First Lord of the Admi- 
ralty, made important contribu- 
tions to the new draft. 

It is assumed that French ap- 
proval already has been received 
as Allied co-operation is so close 
that neither French nor British 
statesmen make speeches without 
consulting together. Premier Dala- 
dier’s answer to Hitler was con- 
sidered by the British Government 
before it was made and was agreed 
on as the French part of the joint 
defense to the German peace of- 
fensive, 

It is officially stated that “no 
peace proposals are likely to be 
found acceptable which do not ef- 
fectively free Europe from _ the 
menace of aggression, and that as- 
surances given by the German Gov- 
ernment in the past have on s80 
many occasions proved worthless 
that something more than words 
will be réquired today to establish 
the confidence which must be an 
essential basis of peace.” 

But, at the same time, it is un- 
likely that Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain will completely shut the 
door if Hitler genuinely desires 
peace and is prepared to pay the 
price, which will be high. It is 
pointed out that Daladier’s speech 
tossed the ball back to Hitler. 
Chamberlain probably will keep it 
in play without setting out the Brit- 
ish war aims mcce precisely than 
before. 

No confidence is displayed here 
that Hitler will offer terms satis- 
factory to the Allies, but it is felt 
that nothing will be lost in hearing 
what he has to say and even valu- 
able time gained.

SHIPMENT OF U, S, COAL 
TO ARGENTINA IS CURBED 


Unlimited Export Rule for This 
Country Revoked by Ex- 
change Board. 

BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 11 (AP).— 
Hopes of United States exporters 
that they would find a big coal 
market in Argentina received a 
setback yesterday on the announce- 
ment of a new. exchange control 
policy. 

The new policy removes the Unit- 
ed States, Belgium, Poland and sev- 
eral others from a list of nations 
allowed to export coal to Argentina 
at the favorable exchange rate of 
15 pesos to the pound sterling. 

Hereafter the United States will 
be forced to submit each request to 
ship coal for examination, while 
Great Britain and other favored 
nations will be allowed to export 
without limitation at the 15-peso 
rate. The action of the Exchange 
Board, which on Sept. 27 had grant- 
ed the United States the right to 
ship coal without restriction, was 


not explained.

Sweden in Trouble With Germany Over 
Trade, and Looks for Interference From 
Britain—Also Worried About Russia. 


By T. BR. YBARRA 

F a Swede were asked to define 

war he would answer, “a scrap 

between two or more nations not 
including Sweden.” 

His love for neutrality amounts 
to a passion. But that does not 
keep him from resenting aggres- 
sion against his own country or 
others. According to cabled dis- 
patches, the Swedish Government a 
few days ago refused to recognize 
German absorption of Poland. It 
was risky for Sweden to do that, 
because Nazi German is a stand- 
ing menace to her. But she did 
it just the same. Today she is drill- 
ing her soldiers, and her few air- 
plane squadrons practice bomb 
dropping along the frontiers. Her 
citigs are even building air raid 
shelters. 

When the World War started 25 
years ago, Swecen got together 
with her Scandanavian sister-na- 
tions, Norway and Denmark to de- 
vise ways and means for keeping 
out of battle. Immediately after 
the outbreak of the present Euro- 
pean conflict those three nations 
again went into a huddle—with the 
addition, this time, of Finland—to 
pool their endeavors not to stray 
from the side-lines. 


Trouble on All Sides. 


Sweden is in a fix. Trouble 
scowls at her from Germany in 
the South, Russia in the East, and 
Britain in the West. As soon as 
the clouds disappear in one direc- 
tion they gather in another. The 
result is that the average Swede, 
naturally phlegmatic, is becoming 
as nervous as a cat. He jumps— 
or “yoomps,” as he would put it— 
at the slightest noise that has a 
German, Russian or English ac- 
cent. 

Sweden wants to remain at peace 
with Britain, Germany and Russia. 
She also wants to do business with 
all three of them, She cannot see 
why, if she behaves in a strictly 
neutral manner, she should not be 
allowed to go on trading with Brit- 


ers, exactly as she did before the 
outbreak of war. And if war hap- 
pens to bring her bigger profits, 
what of it? 

But the matter is not as simple 
as that. 

Already the Germans are object- 
ing to Swedish trading with the 
British. And there is nothing pla- 
tonic about their objections; they 
sink Swedish vessels loaded with 


force them, at the point of a gun, 
to make for German ports. There 
they are held exactly as if they 
belonged to an enemy of Germany 
—to the great detriment of Swed- 
ish pocketbooks. Of course, Swe- 
den has protested, but protests now- 
adays do not get very far unless 
backed by cannon. And the Swedes 
are long on vocabulary but short 
on artillery. 


British Interference Feared. 


German interference alone would 
be bad enough for Sweden. But she 
is also worried at the thought that 
it is only a question of time— 
probably a very short time—be- 
fore Britain will start interfering 
with Swedish trade with Germany. 
The Swedes do a big business with 
the Germans—particularly in ship- 
ment of Swedish iron ore, highly 
prized by the beleaguered Reich. 
And how they feel certain that the 
British, as in the World War, will 
hold up vessels filled with mer- 
chandise destined for Sweden and 
threaten not to relase them until 
Sweden promises to stop shipping 
ore and other goods to Germany. 
Moreover, the Swedes fear that En- 
gland will soon stop ships loaded 
with cargoes ostensibly for Swed- 
ish .¢onsumption and allege that 
these cargoes are really destined 
for Germany. Which will be an- 
other headache for Sweden. 

That brings us to Russia,

Worried About Stalin’s Policy. 


But now Stalin, the big Bolshevik 
boss, having suddenly been seized 
with an acute attack of gallop- 
ing imperialism, is making the 
Swedes miserable. Already he has 
wrested a large slice of Poland 
from its German conquerors. Al- 
ready, by brutal show of force, he 
has impaired the sovereignty of 
Little Estonia and Latvia and Lith- 
uania, Sweden’s Baltic neighbors 
to the southward. Already he has 
threatened Finland, her Eastern 
Baltic neighbor. 


“When will our turn come?” 
groan the Swedes. They feel that 
Stalin is out-Czaring the old Ro- 
manovs. Will he turn longing eyes 
on Narvik? Will he get ugly about 
those highly strategic Aland Is- 
lands, just off the Swedish coast? 

There, then, is the triple-headed 
threat looming over peaceful Swe- 
den,

According to this report, Hitler. 


on Oct. 9, informed his Generals 
that French occupation of the strip 
of Germany between the Siegfried 
and Maginot lines was “an affront 
to Germany’s military honor” and 
that the positions taken by the 
French must be reconquered at any 
cost. 

Four army columns were desig- 
nated to take part in this attack, 
which is to occur as soon as it can 
be prepared—starting, respectively, 
from Saarbruecken, Zweibrucken, 
Pirmasens and Landau, its aim to 
be reversing the present situation 
and bringing the Maginot line un- 
der German pressure, 


Line of Attack. 


While German columns are busy 
trying to reconquer lost positions 
between the fortified lines, the Ger- 
man general staff has been ordered, 
it is said, to prepare new pincers 
for an offensive against France, 
with a simultaneous attack through 
Holland and Belgium in one wing 
and through Switzerland on the 
other, the latter attack to be re- 
inforced by an attempted crossing 
of the Rhine at the height of Frei- 
burg, where crossing forces could 
be protected by artillery on the 
high butte known as Kaiserstuhl. 

Obviously, preparation of such a 
plan does not necessarily mean that 
Hitler intends to try a great offen- 
sive before winter. He may only 
desire to retake lost positions in 
the center so as then to be able to 
launch a big offensive at a moment 
chosen by himself.

The first test of strength in the debate on the 
Pittman bill came yesterday when the Tobey resolu- 
tion, calling for immediate action on the cash-and- 
‘carry provisions of the bill, was voted down 65 to 26, 
more than two-thirds of the Senate’s total member- 
ship voting “nay.” This vote tallies almost exactly 
with administration estimates of its strength on the 
main issue. 

As we pointed out the other day, the Tobey pro- 
posal to separate the Pittman bill into two parts, 
passing the cash-and-carry provisions now and per- 
mitting further debate on the arms embargo, was a 
tricky maneuver. Tobey is a member of the Borah- 
Vandenberg-Nye anti-repeal group, which is primarily 
interested in retaining the arms embargo. The argu- 
ment for the Tobey resolution was that to delay adop- 
tion of restrictions on American ships may result 
in submarine activity and, therefore, the danger of 
our involvement in the war.

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NEW ORLEANS FIGHTS ON. 

New Orleans never was supine under the knout of 
the late Huey Long, nor has it learned to be abject 
under his successor. Several thousand citizens held 
a mass meeting yesterday outside its Criminal Court 
Building after two grand jurors were held in contempt 
for an effort to read in open court charges they and 
five of their associates had made against District 
Attorney Charles Byrne, a henchman of the Long 
machine, The throng, called together by the People’s 
League, demanded the ouster of Byrne, whom the 
grand jurors accused of refusing to co-operate in 
their investigation of numerous scandals. 

This dramatic display of public indignation was, 
without a doubt, inspired by the recollection of 
Byrne's predecessor, Judge Bugene Stanley, who was 
forced out of office. by the Kingfish. It was Stan- 
ley who exposed the gross frauds perpetrated in the 
1932 elections, even after the machine made grand 
jury action impossible by having Attorney-General 
Gaston Porterie, now a Federal Judge, supersede 
Stanley. Checked in this way, Stanley appealed to a 
fearless Judge, and had the ballots counted by a group 
of citizens in court and under the bayonets of Long 
militiamen. As a result, he filed more than 500 
informations against election officials, His fearless- 
ness was more important for New Orleans than the 
fact that all of these people were granted a legisla- 
tive pardon. 

But no matter how hopeless the odds, there were 
always citizens in New Orleans who refused to give 
up the fight for decent government;:. ‘That they are 
still fighting is indicated once again: by yesterday's 
protest against District Attorney Byrne. The decent 
element of New Orleans may have along campaign 
ahead—even after the signal assistance rendered by 
Attorney-General Frank Murphy in the last few 
months. But so long a@ ‘the fight is cafried forward 
in this spirit, there can be no doubt as to the eventual 
outcome,

Writer decides against fighting in next war on three grounds: 
it will destroy democracy, it will bring no peace and it will 
degrade humanity; using force to crush Fascism is to adopt 
Fascism's own weapon, he says; denies hate is the antidote for hate.

HEN I was in college, 10 years ago, the 
W orien: young men were taking the Ox- 

ford oath. I was one,of the bright 
young men, but I didn’t take the Oxford 
oath. Of course, I wasn’t going to fight in 
any more imperialist wars, but something 
told me that the rest of the boys were. 
Something told me that these peacetime 
pacifists were bad company. Something told 
me they wouldn’t fight in any more im- 
perialist wars except the next one. So I 
didn’t take the Oxford oath, 

Sure enough, I’m all alone now, as I was 
then. Of a dozen college friends, all of 
them the noisiest kind of slackers back in 
1929, only one of them isn’t itching to get 
his hands on a gun. He says he’s going 
underground when we enter the war, and 
he’s going to work for the revolution, and 
he wants to know if I'm with him. No, I’m 
against him, and it isn’t because I’ve fallen 
for the democracy bunk again. It’s because 
I haven't fallen for the democracy bunk or 
the revolution bunk either. I’m going to sit 
this one out for reasons all my own. 

There is only one way to face this prob- 
lem, and that is to face it. I have decided, 
now or when we enter the war, to stand up 
and fight or to stand up and oppose the war. 

So I exercise such prudence as the unpre- 
dictable future permits and I make my 
decision now. I make my decision to oppose 
this war, to oppose it now and when Ameri- 
ca enters it, and I make that decision de- 
spite my horror of “the Berchtesgaden 
maniac” and my disinclination to set myself 
up as martyr to my ideals.

I oppose the current war for three reasons. 
I think it will destroy democracy. I think 
it will bring no peace. And I think it will 
degrade humanity. 

I do not want Hitler to rule the world, 
and if he wins this war he will. The trou- 
ble is that if we win it he will rule the 
world anyway. “Autocracy” and “Prussian- 
ism” were crushed 20 years ago with the 
lives of millions of men and ‘the money that 
reduced the world to poverty. And the map 
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will destroy the democracy we have as & 
nation. When a nation goes to war—not 
just sends an expeditionary force, but really 
goes—everything physical and spiritual in 
that nation must necessarily be placed at 
the service of the state. And however elo- 
quent the slogans, that is Fascism. 

War destroys the democracy in nations; 
but what seems to me infinitely worse, 
it destroys the democracy in men. I 
oppose war because it debases the man in 
men and exalts the animal. And that is 
what I mean when I say that I[ think this 
will degrade humanity. 

I don’t want to go to war, because I don’t 
want to be trained to hate men. The evi- 
dence is abundant—I offer you Nazi Ger- 
many, though the same conclusion may be 
reached from common sense—that the hu- 
man spirit cannot survive war whole. And 
the spirit of men who are brutalized hard 
enough and long enough—I offer you Nazi 
Germany—is maimed beyond the hope of 
anything more than partial and temporary 
recovery. I wonder what will happen to my 
humanity when I am hired, as Swift puts 
it, to kill in cold blood as many of my own 
species, who have never offended me, as I 
possibly can.

“IT know, I know,” says one of my friends. 
“But maybe we'll have to kill a few to get 
peace for the rest.” But I believe that this 
war will bring no peace. When we start 
fighting, we shall be sure we are fighting 
for peace. And peace, don’t mistake me, is 
worth fighting for. The question is: Will 
we get it? The answer: Did we get it the 
last time? Have we ever got it? 

What do we want to do to Germany now? 
And if we want to crush Germany now, what 
will we want to do when we have entered 
the war and won it at terrible cost, and the 
crushing of Germany is ours for our signa- 
ture? The next Treaty of Versailles will 
make the last one look like St. Fraiicis’ ser- 
mon to the birds. 

The difficulty with planning an equitable 
peace before entering the war is that war 
makes men incapable of writing an equitable 
peace.

The Veiled Prophet's Ball, two 
and one-half hours of pageantry 
and orchestral music, occasioning 
the first and largest dress parade 
of the social season 1939-40, will be 
held tonight in Convention Hall.

For while the Russians 
are letting him talk about the great 
help that they are going to give 
him, every day it becomes clearer 
that Russia is constructing a great 
defensive barrier from the Baltic 
to the Black Sea; and that Russian 
influence, directly or indirectly, is 
effecting the creation of a barrier 
of neutre! states that includes Yugo- 
slavia, Hungary and the Balkans. 


As for Italy, it is now reasonably 
certain that Count.Ciano ruptured 
the Axis when he saw Hitler in Au- 
gust, and that he was given the 
highest Italian decoration for it by 
the King of Italy.

The only thing that can hepe to 
deter him from choosing a great 
and. bloody offensive would be the 
certainty in the minds of the Ger- 
man military leaders, on the one 
hand, that the offensive must fail, 
and, on the other hand, that the 
Allied siege will not result in an- 
other Versailles. If the Germans 
can be made to see that a military 
victory is impossible but that a 
decent peace is possible, Europe 
may yet be spared the incalcul- 
able horrors of a war to the bitter 
end. 

That is why the prompt enact- 
ment of the neutrality bill would 
be an enormous contribution to 
peace — doubly a contribution in 
that it will keep the country out of 
the war; if the war becomes total 
and furious in Europe, and imme- 
diately, in that the lifting of the 
arms embargo will be a very pow- 
erful deterrent against undertaking 
a great offensive in the West. 

That also is the reason why the 
time has come for the Allies to state 
their war aims with a view to mak- 
ing clear to the German nation that 
the siege can be lifted whenever 
they have a Government with which 
it is possible to negotiate. 

The statement of Allied war aims 
presents no such difficulties as it 
did during the World War. For 
then the British and French had 
allies, Russia and Italy and Japan, 
whose support had been purchased 
by the secret treaties, and the Al- 
lies themselves had territorial am- 
bitions, namely Alsace-Lorraine and 
the dismemberment of the Turkish 
Empire and the distribution of the 
German colonies among themselves, 
the British dominions and Japan. 
This is not the case today. There 
is no German territory they them- 
selves could want, and they have 
no allies who have to be compen- 
sated. 

They can, therefore, say that they 
want no annexations, and, havinz 
learned the bitter lesson of the 
1920s, they will seek no indemni- 
ties. They can declare that they 
are not fighting for the restoration 
of the Versailles boundaries or the 
Versailles system, and they can 
point to Munich as proof of their 
willingness to negotiate a revision 
of the Versailles system. 

They can declare that they are 
not committed to the 1919 or to the 
1939 frontiers in Central Europe but 
to the liberation of the Czech and 
Polish peoples. They can declare 
that the colonial question is open 
to negotiation, but that the handing 
over of helpless colonial peoples to 
Nazi rule is not negotiable.

Foreign observers said the Jap- 
anese defeat frustrated attempts to 
capture Changsha, capital of Hunan 
Province. 

The Japanese announced exten- 
sive air raids in Hunan, Kiangsu 
and Kwangsi Provinces. 

American Baptist Mission Society 
spokesmen said today that an of- 
ficial Japanese statement announc- 
ing the return of Shanghai Uni- 
versity to the society was “par- 
tially true but exaggerated and 
misleading.”

Five Conferences Hold Meet- 
ings Preliminary to Unifying 
Reorganization Tomorrow. 


Business sessions of the four con- 
ferences of Missouri Methodism 
were held today in St. Louis 
churches, preliminary to reorgani- 
zation into three conferences as & 
result of the nation-wide wunhifica- 
tion of the Methodist bodies. 

The Missouri Conference, Metho- 
dist Episcopal, which was the one 
conference of the Northern Metho- 
dists in this State, met at St. John’s 
Church, Kingshighway and Wash- 
ington avenue, with Bishop Charles 
L. Mead of Kansas City, Mo., pre- 
siding. 

There have bcen three confer- 
ences of the Methodist Church, 
South, in Missouri. Of these, the 
St. Louis Conference met in Grace 
Church, Skinker boulevaré and Wa- 
terman avenue, with Bishop C. C. 
Selecman of Oklahoma City, OK., 
presiding. The Southwest Missouri 
Conference, with Bisohp W. C. Mar- 
tin of Omaha, Neb., presiding, met 
in Céntenary Church, Sixteenth and 
Pine streets. The Missouri Confer- 
ence, comprising the northern sec- 
tion of the State, met in Union 
Church, 3610 Grandel square, 


Bishop Ivan Lee Holt of Dallas, 
Tex., presiding. 
Communion, Memorial Services. 

A communion service and a me- 
morial service were held by each of 
the conference: this morning. To- 
night the four conferences will 
convene in the churches named, 
except that the Southwest Confer- 
ence will meet at Lafayette Park 
Church, Lafayette and Missouri 
avenues, instead of Centenary 
Church. 

Reorganization of the conference 
structure will go info effect to- 
morrow, and a unifying service will 
be held at 7:30 o’clock tomorrow 
night in Third Baptist Church, 
Grand and Washington boulevards, 
with the Bishops named and Bish- 
op J. C. Broomfield, resident Bisk- 
op of Missouri, participating.

Prior to 1932 Announces 
Candidacy ‘in Primary. 


Leonidas C. Dyer, Congressman 
from the old Twelfth District in 
St. Louis for 22 years prior to 1932, 
announced his candidacy yesterday 
for the Republican nomination for 
United States Senator in the 1940 
primary election. 

Unbeatable in his district in 11 
elections, Dyer was retired from 
Congress by the Roosevelt land- 
slide in 1932 when Missouri Con- 
gressmen were elected at large 
following the failure of the Legis- 
lature to redistrict the state. A 
candidate at large that year, he 
led his ticket in the state, indicat- 
ing his following’ was not confined 
to St. Louis. 

When the state was redistricted 
in 1933 Dyer was in the new Elev- 
enth district and was the Congres- 
sional nominee there in 1934 and 
— but was defeated in the elec- 

on, 

In Congress Dyer long cham- 
Pioned anti-lynching legislation, 
which gave him a strong follow- 
ing among Negro voters, and was 
the author of the Dyer Act, mak- 
ing interstate transportation of 
stolen automobiles a Federal of- 
fense. 

In announcing his candidacy, 
Dyer reserved until later a state- 
ment “on his views on national af- 
fairs. He said that under the 
Démocratic gerrymander of the 
State there was little probability 
that the Republicans would gain 
in local representation in © the 
House of Representatives, but that 
he was confident of Republican 
victory in the State at large next 
year, and thus he believed a strong 
Republican candidate could be 
elected to the Senate. 

Dyer, who is 68 years old, was 
born in Warren County (Mo.), and 
has resided in St. Louis and prac- 
ticed law in the city for many 
years.

We cannot buy labor tranquility even with high wages unless 
we also iron out the psychological difficulties and promote fair play. 
We have still too much Rule of Gold instead of Golden Rule. This 
applies to our legislative halls as well as to our factories and depart-

ANY times parents say, “He is 

all right in school, ever a 

word of complaint. And he is 
fine when he goes to visit his 
tives. They all think he is 
But at home things are different. 
We have to make him obey. We 
have ‘to speak and speak again to 
get anything out of him. He is 
picky about his food, fights about 
going to bed, waits until I start out 
after him before he will come in 
from play, although he has heard 
me the first time I called. What 
is the matter with him? Why 
can’t he be as good at home as 
he is abroad? I'd be satisfied if 
he was half as good.” 

Home trained him. He learned 
that he could do certain things in 
certain ways if he felt that way. 
Home set certain habits in him. 
The very * chairs and_ tables, 
strengthen those ways in him be- 
cause they are the background of 
his thinking, his customs and 
habit. So are father and mother 
his accustomed background.

But home is a powerful teaching 
force that is never idle. 

How is one to get this child to 
form new ways? Send him to where 
he will get a new background, form 
a new set of associations and a 
new set of habits. Boarding schools, 
camp, grandma’s, Aunt Ellen’s— 
wherever circumstances permit and 
wherever they promise best. 

But if you cannot send him any- 
where? The next best thing is to 
change things at home so he feels 
he is in new settings. Change 
everything you can change without 
damaging the home. Change the 
breakfast hour, change the dishes, 
and the menu, and your dress, and 
your usual way. Let somebody else 
cook and serve the meal, if you can. 
Do ‘things as differently as possi- 
ble, while holding on to the fact 
that you are trying to re-educate 
this child. - Go through the house, 
from room to room, then go over 
the schedule, and the accustomed 
routine of the family, and wherever 
you can manage to change things 
without doing harm, change them. 
Make a new background for the 
child who has made a groove out 
of the old one.

HEN German Emperor Charles 
V resigned his sovereignty and 
retired to voluntary exile at 
Yuste, the constant companion of 
his declining years was a maker 
of clocks and mechanical toys. Hour 
after hour, day after day, Charles 
sat in the craftsman’s little shop 
and tried, unsuccessfully, to syn- 
chronize the ticks of two massive, 
old clocks. At last, shortly before 
his death, he swept the timepieces 
aside in despair. “How could I 
have hoped to operate the many 
parts of my empire in unison,” he 
lamented, “when I cannot even 
make two clocks work together.” 
German Emperor Wilhg!m’s days 
of exile at Doorn are much more 
fruitful. I had not been a guest 
at the Kaiser’s castle many hours 
before I learned that his interests 
range from the tombs of ancient 
Pharaohs to the test tubes of mod- 
ern microbe hunters, from the oil 
wells of Mexico to the plains of 
Manchoukuo. The war, the news- 
papers, the radio, magazines and 
books in half a dozen languages 
combine to keep his mind active 
and occupied. 

Doorn’s day starts early. The 
Kaiser is up before 7:00, rain or 
shine. At 7:30 he and Kaiserin 
Hermine are served a light, simple 
breakfast. And after breakfast Wil- 
helm sets out for his chopping block 
while the Kaiserin returns to her 
sitting room where she plans the

If the weather is clear, the Kaiser 
does his chopping ott of doors, but 
when it is stormy he uses a block 
that stands under a small wooden 
shelter.

Then he walks to a little 
wooden shed near the woodpile for 
his “second breakfast,” usually just 
a single cup of coffee. — 

By the time the Kaiser has re- 
turned to the castle and changed 
his Norfolk jacketed tweeds and 
huntsman’s boots to a busineas suit, 
the chauffeur has arrived from 
Doorn with the mail. The envelopes 
bear postmarks that read like a 
gazeteer of the globe—Bombay, 
Peiping, New York, Berlin, Cairo, 
Before the war there were always 
several animated communications 
from friends and relatives in Lon- 
don and Paris, but they are rare 
now. Kaiserin Hermine and the 
Kaiser sit in his study and read 
each letter eagerly. Some are read 
aloud, particularly those which 
come from their children and 
grandchildren. Before the guns 
roared over Europe nothing was 
permitted to interfere with the 
morning mail ritual. But today 
there are frequent interruptions 
while the Kaiser listens to the lat- 
est radio bulletins from Berlin, 
Warsaw, London and Paris. 

“Tt never have been able to get 
any of your American stations,” he 
told me regretfully.

Dinner at 
the Imperial Palace in Berlin 
meant a glittering throng of men 
in full evening dress or braid-lad-

How It Started

How Texas Came to Be Called the 
Lone Star State. 

It happened during Texas’ heroic. 
struggle for freedom. 

Breaking away from Mexico in 
1835 and declaring its indepen- 
dence, Texas organized a provi- 
sional military regime and elected 
Henry Smith Governor. 

It was not long before Gov. Smith 


was handed a document upon 
which, “to make it legal,” he had 
to affix an official seal—which no- 
body had thought to provide. 
Necessity mothering ingenuity, 
the Governor ripped from his mili- 
tary uniform a button and pressed 
it into the wax that had already 
been placed upon the document. 
The imprint revealed the design 
to be a five-point star! 

A year later the provisional, mili- 
tary Government, having become 
the Republic of Texas, adopted a 
national seal, in a resolution which 
read as follows: 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the 
Republic of Texas in Congress as- 
sembled. That from and after the 
passage of this act . the national 
arms of the Republic of Texas be 
and the same is hereby declared to 
be a... star of five points... .” 
And when Texas became a State, 
its Constitution provided that: 
“The seal of the State shall be a 
star of five points... ,” 

Hence the Lone Star State.
